A S A POLITICAL weapon assassination is worse than useless. 

just as war itself, or lynching or any resort to violence is 
more than stupid. The tyrant may be removed by the assassin's 
bullet, but the tyranny still lives, usually in a more virulent and 
senseless manner. Civilized society is based on" orderly processes 
of law. or it is nothing Those who condone and connive at 
violence in one instance ran not reasonably condemn it in other 
instances. Those who put their trust in military and naval forces, 
in bombing planes and the death-dealing machines, have no right 
to be surprised at the outcroppings of violence throughout the body 
politic. 


T HE ASSASSINATION of Huey Long must be condemned from 
every point of view His worst political opponents, entrenched 
privilege which quivered in his vocal blasts, the supporters of free 
government who were alarmed at his flouting of representative 
action must resist to the uttermost this baleful tendency of 
violence. 

Also, the immediate slaying of the assassin is along the same 
line Nowhere does the law permit the shooting down of an un¬ 
resisting criminal McKinley's assassin was tried and executed in 
orderly procedure, thus upholding the sanctity of law. Likewise, 
the craven wretch who attempted the assassination of president¬ 
elect Roosevelt and actually killed Mayor Cermack of Chicago. 


'J’HE MUCH-ADVERTISED triumphs of federal agents in their 
war on gangland are not all gain. Shooting first and ques¬ 
tioning afterwards is a reversal of justice that holds painful possi¬ 
bilities of perversion of law and order. 

Assassination is always stupid and futile. The dagger of 
Brutus struck down the tyrant, but the death of Caesar plunged 
Rome into worse tyranny. Booth's bullet slew Lincoln and de¬ 
luged the country with anarchy and chaos The removal of the 
gentle McKinley ushered in the personal reign of Theodore Roose¬ 
velt. as the forerunner of present personal rule from the White 
House. Political assassination always recoils upon itself.

1 —Keichsfuehrcr Hitler, in 
a proclamation read to the Nazi 
party convention, lappeu Presi¬ 
dent Wilson's famous 14 points 
today, and the delegates assem¬ 
bled from all Germany hurst into 
a bedlam of applause 

“Where are the 14 points of 
Wilson and where is the world 
today?" asked Hitler "The 
reich iGermany* is no longer a 
football and no longer an object 
of foreign maneuvering, but now 
is in security—in security not by 
pacts but by the real power of 
the nation and by the firm will 
of its leadership.” 

(President Wilson, early in 1918. 
offered to the world In general 
and to Germany In particular a 
program of 14 points which 
served as the basis for the final 
conclusion of peace ending the 
World war and for the eventual 
establishment of the League of 
Nations ) 

The proclamation continued: 

“We Nazis intend to live in 
peace and quiet with our neigh¬ 
bors.

E. P Stafford, pioneer Santa 
Ana resident and former banker, 
reealls the days when, as a boy, 
he watched the residents of Santa 
Ana's Chinatown smoke opium 
and float away on poppy dreams 
of happiness. 

He told his vivid memories of 
visits to the old China house on 
South Main street which were re- 
ralled by a recent statement of 
Mrs. Harriet Trick'y, another 
Santa Ana pioneer, who said that 
when she came to this city to 
make her home, Chinatown was 
located on the present site of the 
city hall. 

Mr. Stafford said today there 
never was a China house on the 
lot now known as the city hall 
site, but that the property is in 
the district generally known then 
as Chinatown. 

The first China house, he re¬ 
calls, was a little south of the 
present city hail site and on the 
east side of Main street and nearer 
Second street than it was to third 
street. 

Narrow Building 

The house was a cheap frame 
building, about 4 feet wide and 
with a depth of approximately 50 
feet. An aged Chinese known as 
Hong Kee occupied the building 
and operated a laundry there. 
The wash tubs were in the rear 
of the building and the front sec¬ 
tion was used as an ironing room 
and office. The wash room and 
office were connected by a long 
hall from which three sleeping 
compartments opened. 

These compartments, Mr Staf¬ 
ford said, were about 8 by 10 feet 
in size and provided sleeping 
quarters for six men each. The 


men slept in bunks built three- 
high along the wall. The three 
rooms accommodated 18 men and 
were generally filled. 

"It was a great pastime for 
me," Mr. Stafford raid, "when I 
was about 14 years old, to go into 
the sleeping rooms and watch the 
men smoke opium. It was quite 
| interesting to watch the expres¬ 
sion on their faces as they would 
go under the influence of the 
! drug. They would smile and ap¬ 
pear as happy as was possible to 
be." 

Houses Finally Burned 

The majority of men who lived 
in the old China house were em¬ 
ployed by Ah Yow, a Chinese labor 
I contractor. He would contract for 
j any type of work and furnish the 
men. At night these men. occu¬ 
pants of the house, kept the win¬ 
dows tightly boarded to ward off 
rocks, hurled at the building by 
boys of the town. 

As Santa Ana grew there was 
an increasing demand for Chinese 
labor and the size of Chinatown 
increased. Soon the entire block, 
with the exception of the city hall 
site, was built up with cheap 
frame buildings and occupied by 
j the orientals.. A harbor for rats, 
insanitary and an eyesore, the 
j district finally was eliminated 
[ when some of the residents banded 
j together and burned the buildings. 

Mr. Stafford said he is certain 
the city hall site never was occu¬ 
pied by a Chinese dwelling be¬ 
cause his brother operated a livery 
stable on the property. The stable 
| was built in 1822 and sold a few 
, years later to T. Holzgrafe who 
| used it in the operation of a car- 
i riage repair and blacksmith shop. 


Richard Wallace. 23, of 720 
North Olive street, Anaheim, waa 
reported killed today in an automo¬ 
bile accident seven miles west of 
Colton when his car swerved 
across the highway and crashed 
into a truck.

Glover, also of Los Angeles, hia 
helper.

We're all set for a much-needed | 
new pier in Laguna. Only two fac-1 
tors might prevent it. First, PWA 
officials must okay the grant of 1 
$45,000. Second, the people of La- j 
guna must vote to sanction a gov- 
emraen loan of $55,000 in general j 
issue bonds. If all goes well with 
the government and the people, j 
there’s no need to worry. As soon 1 
as the project is okayed in Los 
Angeles and Washington—it hasn't 
happened, but it may any minute 
—the council will slate a special 
election. 

One of three plans proposed 
should be decided upon by public 
opinion before the election The 
first is for an attractive wooden 
structure from the shoreline to the 
big rocks, and a concrete or steel 
pier from the roeks out to a dis¬ 
tance of about 400 feet. The bal¬ 
ance of the money would be used 
to build a breakwater from the 
rocks over the natural reef that 
angles off to the left. 

The second plan is to build a 
concrete pier or a steel structure 
out to the big rocks, with an ex -1 
tension of about 800 feet. This plan ' 
embraces a finer look pier, longer | 
and better constructed, but elimi¬ 
nates the breakwater. 

The third is to build a pier off 
Ocean avenue. This would take 
off more or less from the center 
of town, but would involve more 
money. It would have to be 
longer to get out to deep water, 
and a sandy bottom entails a 
higher cost of construction. The 
advantage would be the central 
location. 

Now let’s consider where wc 
! fish. The first plan with a wood- 
! en structure approach, would be a 
I means of saving money enough to 
build a breakwater. It is also 
said, a well-known marine engi- 
! neer has said that a successful 
breakwater would have to be built 
much farther out than planned. 

The second plan seems the most 
] logical to date. The fact that La- 
i guna was blessed with a magnifi¬ 
cent coast line should be convinc¬ 
ing enough argument that nothing 
but the finest architecture can be 
j tolerated without spoiling the 
j beauty of the crescent-shaped 
beach. 

The third plan—a pier in front 
of the dance hall - presents various 
problems. A pier on this spot 
j would be an unforgivable assault 
on nature's original plan of sym- 
j metry. To sacrifice the har¬ 
monious thrust of a natural point 
! with jutting rocks off shore to 
save a few people a few steps 
seems inconceivable. Yet step- 
saving is the only advantage in 
favor of a pier at the end of 
Ocean avenue. 

A graceful, streamlined pier 
with long-sweeping arches like 
swells would be a brilliant en-

NEW SHAKEUP IN RELIEF PROGRAM THREATENS SERA EXISTENCE 


ITALY AND ETHIOPIA: Story of a Long-Brewing Conflict 


San Clemente Isle Jot> 
Outlined by Officer 
to L. A. Official 


Greater Economy Could 
Be Effected by Move, 
Officials Believe 


LOS ANGELES. Sept. 11. 

Work of establishing a naval base 
on San Cleemnte island is sched¬ 
uled to start within a month, a 
letter in the hands of County Su¬ 
pervisor Anson Ford from the 
comandant of the eleventh naval 
district revealed today. 

Ford said the communication 
was in reply to an inquiry he made 
as to whether the county could 
lease the island from the govern¬ 
ment for a prison farm. 

“Plans have been made to de¬ 
velop It for use as a training 
base, with work to start within 
a month,” the letter said. 

‘These activities will be so wide¬ 
spread and dangerous to persons 
ashore as to preclude the possibil¬ 
ity of setting aside a small por¬ 
tion of the island for other pur¬ 
poses.” 


A new shakeup was loomin' to¬ 
day in the kaleidoscopic p ; tu; • of 
unemployment relief. When the 
adjustment is complete, the State 
Emergency Relief administration, 
as a separate organization, may 
no longer be on the scene. 

A survey was under way today 
to determine the possibility of 
merging the SERA with the 
county welfare organization. 

The fate of the SERA has been 
a subject for speculation ever 
since the Works Progress admin¬ 
istration took its place in the pic¬ 
ture. The WPA soon will take 
over all construction projects for¬ 
merly handled by the SERA. The 
latter already has become strictly 
a direct relief agency. The fed¬ 
eral government has put much of 
the pure relief load back in the 
laps of the counties. Now offi¬ 
cials are wondering if there is any 
reason for maintaining two or¬ 
ganizations carrying on the same 
function.

M. H. Lewis, field representa¬ 
tive for the SERA in this district, 
has been taken from the job to 
make a state-wide survey of the 
possibility of putting the proposed 
merger into effect. Tt is believed 
that greater economy could be 
effected through consolidation of 
the SERA and county welfare or¬ 
ganizations. 

John Henderson, assistant state 
director of training service for the 
SERA, has replaced Mr. Lewis 
temporarily during the survey. 

News of the impending change 
came to light here yesterday at a 
meeting of the countv SERA com¬ 
mittee when a letter from Mr. 
Lewis was read. 

Staffs Reduced 

Drastic reductions in the super¬ 
visory and administrative staff of 
the SERA already have followed 
the arrival of the WPA Mem¬ 
bers of the committee yesterday 
wan ter I to know how much far¬ 
ther this cut is going to go. They 
also were curious to know what 
the relation of the SERA will be 
to the county welfare organiza¬ 
tion There are no definite an¬ 
swers to these nuestions vet, said 
Terrance Halloran. SERA director 
here. 

Tf the SERA continues as a 
separate organization, with a staff 
reduced still more, it is possible 
that it will be moved to a smaller 
building. It now occupies a two- 
story structure at the southwest 
rorne* 1 of Second and Broadway. 
The committer- discussed this pos¬ 
sibility yesterday. 

Until the survey by Mr. Lewis 
is completed, the picture may re¬ 
main unchanged.

Finding efforts to check Italy by 
diplomatic means futile, Haile Se¬ 
lassie resigned himself to the in¬ 
evitability of war. He knew his 
capital was vulnerable to air at¬ 
tacks so on Aug. 25, 1935, he or¬ 
dered civilians to evacuate the 
city. Within three days the sod¬ 
den roads leading from Addis Aba¬ 
ba were filled with white-clad, 
barefotted women and children, 
bearing meagre possessions on 
their backs, just as French peas¬ 
ants streamed westward before 
the German hosts of 19H-18. 


War clouds thickened over Haile 
Selassie’s realm as Italian troop 
ships poured men and munitions 
across the Mediterranean, through 
the Suez canal and down the Red 
sea to Eritrea and Italian Somali¬ 
land. Great Britain and France 
viewed the developments with 
alarm and Haile Selassie called on 
his people to rally. Addressing 
his parliament, the Ethiopian ruler 
on July 18 told them he would 
personally lead his warriors to bat¬ 
tle and he added: “It were better 
to die free than to live without 
liberty.” 


The colorful coronation of Hallie 
Selassie inaugurated an era of 
“modernization” in the ancient 
realm of Ethiopia. But in dis¬ 
tricts remote from Addis Ababa 
the tribes either did not compre¬ 
hend or take kindly to the inno¬ 
vations and the centuries-old cus¬ 
tom of raiding the cattle and 
slaves of “foreign” tribes con¬ 
tinued. In September, 1931. Italy 
began to extend and reinforce her 
frontier posts in Italian Somali¬ 
land and Eritrea, especially in dis¬ 
tricts where the boundary was ill- 
defined or disputed. 


The smouldering situation flared 
into flame in December, 1931, at 
Falual, a desert station in the dis¬ 
puted region between Italian So¬ 
maliland and Ethiopia. A sur¬ 
veying party, guarded by some of 
Haile Selassie’s trained troops, ap¬ 
proached the place and found 
Italian forces in possession. Ethio¬ 
pian machine guns and artillery 
barked, answered by Italian rifles 
and the machine guns of airplanes. 
The Ethiopians lost 110 killed and 
wounded. Italian casualties num¬ 
bered 30. Both nations blamed 
the other for the dash. 


Rej>ercussions of the Falual 
clash echoed through Africa and 
Europe and the League of Na¬ 
tions was appealed to by Haile 
Selassie. But Premier Mussolini 
declared that the safety of his 
county’s position was threatened, 
asserted that Ethiopia was at best 
a “barbarian” country, unfit to 
hold membership in the league, 
and that Italy would no longer 
countenance invasion of her 
rights. So he started the steady 
stream of armed forces toward 
East Africa, the first troops sail¬ 
ing on March 2, 1935.

State Emergency Relief admin- 
itration headquarters here were 
awaiting today complete informa¬ 
tion on the ultimatum that the 
state and federal government will 
not care for unemployed trans¬ 
ients after Sept. 20. 

Terrence Halloran, SERA head 
here, said he understands that 
the government's policy will be to 
provide only emergency aid for 
transients on a temporary basis. 
After that they will have to find 
other support or acrept govern¬ 
ment assistance in returning to 
their permanent residences. Mr. 
Halloran said. 

In the past two weeks seven 
such transients have been sent 
back to their homes by the SERA 
here, he reported. 

The transient problem in Or¬ 
ange county is not a serious one, 
however, as most of these cases 
go to the larger cities, Mr. Hal¬ 
loran explained. 

The federal and state emer¬ 
gency relief administrations will 
maintain those who were being 
cared for prior to Aug 1. until 
they get jobs with the Works 
Progress administration, but new 
transients will have to take care 
of themselves, it was announced 
at SERA headquarters in San 
Francisco. Exhaustion of federal 
funds for this service was given 
as the reason for the ultimatum.

The agriculture department today:

In its September 1 estimate of 
conditions, the board said an am-! 
pie supply of most food crops 
seemed assured. with certain 
classes of wheat the only impor- j 
tant exceptions. Further rust 
damage was reported to have low -1 
ered the wheat estimate by 13,- ] 
000,000 bushels, or 2 per cent. 

The total wheat crop, estimated 
at 595,000.000 bushels, would he 
the third smallest since 1904, only 
the 1933 and 1934 drought years 
producing less. 

The condition of citrus in Flor- j 
ida and other gulf states was re¬ 
ported considerably below average 
on Sept. 1 and the board said fur¬ 
ther damage was done by the 
tropical storm last week.

SANTA ANA’S OPPORTUNITY 

T WO weeks from tomorrow voters of the Santa Ana 
High school district will decide: 

Whether Santa Ana is to keep step with the march 
of education. 

Whether our children are to be housed in a modern, 
safe high school plant or sheltered in tents. 

Whether Santa Ana shall accept an outright gift of 
$148,000 from the government or let some other commu¬ 
nity spend it. 

Whether we get almost two dollars for every one 
we spend, or whether we make our own repairs and 
replacements with our own money. 

Whether we are to have a modern school auditorium 
which can be used as a civic auditorium, or whether we 
hold our community meetings in the neighboring city of 
Orange. 

Whether we permit homeseekers to locate in neigh¬ 
boring cities where modern educational centers are main¬ 
tained, or whether we make it attractive for them and 
their children to establish themselves here. 

Whether the seat of Orange county is to maintain 
its prestige or permit its people to cast envious eyes 
elsewhere. 

Voters are called upon to make their own decision 
in the light of these possibilities. They will either accept 
or reject a bond issue of $180,000. The board of educa¬ 
tion has been promised $148,000 from the government if 
the bonds carry. (This is the public works 45-55 per 
cent plan.) This will complete the sum of $328,000 neces¬ 
sary to finish the high school plant and build an audi¬ 
torium for Julia Lathrop Junior high, where pupils now 
have no assembly room and where they sometimes stand 
until they faint because there is no place to sit down. 

The district, in short, must determine whether or not 
it is to obtain $328,000 and pay back $255,600, including 
interest, during the next 20 years. 

An opportunity of this character may never come 
again. It seems to us that the plan stands the closest 
business scrutiny possible. Good business judgment 
would seem to indorse it, to say nothing of the cultural 
advancement in which we pride ourselves. 


PERFECT PRODUCT OF HIS DAY 

W IDELY and intimately known in Orange county, resi¬ 
dent of Ventura county, one of the half dozen wealth¬ 
iest men in America, has passed to his final reward at 
the age of 79 years. Edward L. Doheny was a most 
typical representative of some of the least admirable as 
well as some of the most admirable qualities of what 
probably is a vanishing race, namely, the ultra-successful 
fortune-builders of our resources-exploiting era. 

We all pretty much agree, in light of what the last 
10 years has taught us, that any individual who piled up 
*n ownership valued at scores of millions in Mexican and 
American oil properties did it, necessarily, in disregard of 
business ethics as we now recognize them, in disregard 
often of the rights of others, in disregard of the public 
welfare. 

Such a fortune arose out of a fang-and-claw struggle, 
a ruthless, acquisitive, driving mania for power and pelf, 
a taking of God-created wealth wherever and however it 
could be had. In Mr. Doheny’s particular case, a major 
bribery scandal of our republic marked one step of his 
rise to the top of the pyramid. 

With it all, he was a kindly man in his personal rela¬ 
tionships, democratic and generous. In his way, he was 
public spirited, as many benefactions testify. We know of 
many of his old-time associates who swear by him as they 
would swear by a biblical character. The ruthless and 
unethical acts through which his fortune was multiplied 
they attribute to bad advice and persuasion of his business 
lieutenants rather than to deliberate steps of his own voli¬ 
tion. They report he was always loyal to his friends and 
thoughtful for their welfare. The recent pitiful plight of 
his one-time desert buddy and aide, Albert B. Fall, in 
facing eviction from his home ranch on foreclosure of a 
mortgage held by one of Fall’s corporations, they declare, 
is a case in point, Doheny, according to their version, 
lingering in his last illness and not being aware of what 
was going on at Tres Ritos rancho. If hardness of heart 
was shown the one-time secretary of interior who lost 
position and honor because of a little black bag, it was 
hardness of heart by these same advisors and not by 
Doheny himself, these friends steadfastly maintain. 

In all these traits and in all the means by which he 
created his empire of oil, Edward L. Doheny was the per¬ 
fect product of his period—a period which is gone or, at 
least, going, we hope, forever.
